PON becoming president of a 
strong bunk and the close as- 
s..elate of Hallum and Staf­ 
ford in all their undertakings, 
juiiford Duncan becam e at once a fae- 
or to be recognised und reckoned with 
u all enterprises with which he had to 
lo. He had brains, clmraeter and iu- 
lomituble energy, and these had al- 
•eady won for him the respect of the 
neu of affairs.

roi of money also, his power and iu- 
luenee were multiplied many fold.

“You're quite right,” said that saga*

But it won't he over for a 
onsiderable time to come, and in the 
ueauwhlle the country is getting a 
ood deal of benefit from it. 
"Fortunately it is taking a better 
ourse than such sprees usually do. 
»rdlnarily the existence of au Inflated, 
uperabundaut and depreciated eurrcn- 
y results in a wild orgy of stock gam- 
ling, grain gambling, cotton gambling 
ud all the re? t of it.

in fact, there is far 
aore of bavin in it to the country than 
here would be if everybody went to 
sitting at roulette or faro. 
It makes

This time the 
ambling Is taking a more productive 
orm. 
Instead of betting on m arket 
iuctuations men are putting money in- 
o factories, mines, mills and railroads,

tspecially railroads. 
They are enor­ 
mously overdoing the thing, but when 
ever they build a railroad, even un­ 
wisely, the railroad will remain us 
something to show for the money when 
t h e spree is over.”

"You feel sure, then,” asked Duncan, 
, "that we are making no mistake ami 
1 doing uo harm in carrying out our 
project of u rallroud thut shall briug

That railroad is im­ 
peratively needed. 
It will develop a 
very rich agricultural reglou which has 
beeu 
practically 
shut off 
from

There is traffic enough for the 
road already witbln sight to make it 
pay. 
When It is built it will compel a 
cheapening of freight rates, to the ad­ 
vantage of the whole country.” 
"You are right, of course,” answ’ered 
Duncan reflectively. "I have gone over 
that subject very conscientiously. 
1 
am convinced that the road can carry 
the debt that must be incurred In build- 
lug it and that It will pay its way. 
If I had any serious doubt of that 1 
should have nothing to do with the 
thing.” 
"As it Is,” responded Hallatn, "you’ve 
got the heavy end of the log to carry, 
so far as work is concerned.

are you going to begin your cam ­ 
paign?”

This proposed railroad was one clear­ 
ly destined to he of the utmost conse­ 
quence to Cairo and to the region 
through which the line must run. 
The 
method by which it was planned to se­ 
cure its construction was the one then 
in general use throughout the west. 
It 
may be simply explained. 
Everybody 
concerned was asked to subscribe to 
w hat might properly have beeu called 
an Inducement fund. 
The subscrip­ 
tions were meant to be gifts made to 
secure the benefit of the railroad’s con­ 
struction. 
More Important than these 
persona] 
subscriptions 
and 
vastly 
greater in amount w’ore the subscrip­ 
tions of counties, cities aud towns. 
Under the law as It then existed eacn 
county, city or town, if Its people so 
voted, could "lend its credit” to an en­ 
terprise of this kind by issuing its own 
bonds 
When a sufficient sum w as 
raised tn this wray au effort was made, 
usually in New York, to secure the 
forming of a construction company. 
The whole volume of the subscriptions 
was offered as au Inducement to such 
a construction compauy to undertake 
the building of the road. 
Usually the 
construction compauy was to have in 
addition a considerable share of the 
stock of the road when completed. 
The city, county und town subscrip­ 
tions of course depended upon the re­ 
sults of special elections held for that 
sole purpose. 
In this case the personal subscrip­ 
tions had been satisfactory, and there 
was no doubt that the tw o terminal 
cities and the counties in which they 
lay would vote the bonds asked of 
them, but there was grave doubt as to 
the results in the rural counties, in 
each of which a special election was to 
be held a month or tw o later, 
it was 
Guilford Duncan’s task to remove that 
doubt, to persuade the voters to favor 
the proposed subscriptions and Inci­ 
dentally to secure rights of way. sta ­ 
tion sites, etc., by gift from the land­ 
owners. 
During the n*xt tw o months he toll­ 


ed ceaselessly at this task, going to 
Cairo only once a week to keep In 
touch with his bank and to puss the 
Sundays with Barbara. 
Tandy also worked in the county 
towns, where he had a good deal of in­ 
fluence. 
He hud been made president 
of the proposed railroad and was sup­ 
posed to be very earnestly Interested

so -iu Ilia own way and 


w ith purposes or ms own. 
D uncan’s campaign w«s a tireless 
one, und It proved successful. 
Wheu 
the elections occurred every county 
and every tovvu voted in favor of the 
proposed subscription, 
but some of 
them did so by majorities so narrow 
as to show clearly how great the need 
of D uncau’s work had been. 
"Worse still,” he said to Hallum a 
few weeks later, "the smallness of the 
majorities iu two or three counties is 
a threat to us and a warning. 
The 
county authorities are putting all sorts 
of absurd provisions into their sub­ 
scriptions, und they will give us trou­ 
ble if our construction company falls 
in the smallest particular to meet these 
requirem ents.” 
"Just w hat are the couditlons?” 
"Oh, every sort of thing, 
in every 
county it is provided thut we shall 
somewhere break ground for construc­ 
tion before the last of January, less 
than tw o mouths hence, or forfeit the 
subscription. 
That gives us too little 
time for organization, but we can meet 
that requirem ent by sending a gang 
of rneu at our own expense to do a 
day’s work somewhere on the line 
in 
two of the counties there is a pecul­ 
iarly absurd provision. 
There are ri­ 
val villages there, one in each county, 
and the authorities have stipulated 
that "a track shall be laid across the 
county Hue aud a car shall pass over 
suld truck from one county to the 
other” before the 15th of March. Curi­ 
ously enough, 1 learu that Tandy him­ 
self suggested that stipulation to the 
county authorities. 
1 hear he Is giviug 
it out that he had to do so to save the 
eleetiou, but th a t’s nonsense, just as 
the provision itself is. 
Such a require­ 
ment will greatly em barrass us iu our 
negotiations with capitalists, for the 
Hue will not be fully surveyed by that 
time, ami nobody can tell till thut Is 
done precisely where the road ought 
to cross thut county Hue or at what 
grude. 
1 can ’t lmugiue w hat Taudy 
meant by getting such a provision in­ 
serted.” 
"Neither can I,” answ’ered Hallam, 
"but we’ll find out some tine morning, 
and we m ust be prepared to meet 
whatever comes. H e’s up to some trick, 
of course.”

H EN Duncan assumed control 
of the bank as its president 
his first care was to acquaint 
himself 
minutely 
with 
its 
condition. 
In general he found its af­ 
fairs in excellent shape, for Taudy was 
a skillful banker and, on the whole, a 
prudent one.

Later 
Mr. Graves was induced to go to the 
banquet hull and deliver his speech. 
John Tomlinson of Birmingham, one 
of the speakers and toastm aster, met 
Graves on his arrival troin Atlanta 
and requested omission of such refer 
ence, arguing its impropriety in view 
of Bryan’s presence at the banquet. j 
Graves declined to alter his views or 
subject his speech to censorship. 
He 
attended the banquet as an invited 
guest, remaining but a short while, 
when he left the banquet ball for an 
Atlanta train, but was later Induced 
fco return. 
In concluding his address 
Mr. Graves said: 
"W e have found where we did not 
seek him a man to do the things the 
people sorely need. 
We do not know 
if we could succeed in placing in pow 
er the man our partisan loyalty would j 
prefer. 
We do not know whether in 
this environment our p arty’s choice 
would change the machinery and win 
or lose the fateful battle of our eco­ 
nomic life.

WHISKY LABELS 


Attorney General 
Bonaparte

Long Disputed Question. 
W ashington,

11.— The long- 
expected opinion of Attorney General 
Bonaparte concerning the proper la­ 
beling of whisky under the pure food 
law, approved June 30, 1900. was made 
public t«>day. 
It declares that straight 
whisky m ust be labeled as such; a 
mixture of two or more straig h t whis­ 
kies will be labeled blended whisky or 
whiskies; a mixture of straig h t whis­ 
ky and ethyl alcohol, provided that 
there is a sufficient amount of straight 
whisky to make it genuinely a “mix­ 
tu re” will be labeled as compound of, 
or compounded with, pure grain dis­ 
tillate. 
Imitation whisky will be la­ 
beled as such.

ter and to a narrative draw n from the 
evidence, which was m eant to strip 
his deeds of the halo of chlvalric glory 
which his own attorneys had thrown 
about them. 
The judge’s charge. lasting about 
an hour, was a concise outline of the 
law* and gave to the jury the alterna 
tive of rendering any one of the fol­ 
lowing four verdicts: 
Murder in the 
first degree: 
m urder In the second 
degree; manslaughter in the first de 
gree. or not guilty on the ground of 
Insanity. 
T he statute governing the plea of 
Insanity 
was defined 
clearly, much 
stress being laid on the fact that an 
Irresistible impulse to kill 
had no 
place In the law. 
T he Judge also Informed the jury 
that an Illusion, unless the Illusion if 
true might result in the injury of the 
man suffering it, could not be accept­ 
ed as an excuse. 
Altogether the 
charge, while consisting principally of 
a complete explanation of the law, was 
considered by those who have followed 
the trial as adverse to the defendant. 
The attorneys for the defendant took 
exceptions because the judge had fail­ 
ed to include any of th eir prayers. 
Thaw was much depressed by the 
Judge g words and could not suppress 
his feeling. 
He left the courtroom 
dejected. 
The district attorney ’s summing up 
was a comprehensive and forceful re­ 
view of all the evidence adduced. 
He 
declared at the outset that romance 
aud sentiment did not en ter Into the 
Issue; it was not a question of Stan­ 
ford 
W hite’s 
ch aracter 
or 
Evelyn 
Thaw'’s sufferings; 
it 
was a plain, 
matter-of-fact homicide. 
“ A common, 
cowardly Tenderloin m urder,” as he 
term ed it. 
T h e novel plea of "dem entia Ameri­ 
ca n a” made by Attorney Dolmas at 
the very close of his argum ent was 
attacked by the district attorney, and 
he repeatedly referred to It In tones 
of sarcasm . 
Mr. Jerom e d«alt mercilessly with 
Evelyn Thaw, to whom he referred as 
the "angel child” and to Thaw, whom 
he term ed alternately "St. George" and 
“Sir Galahad." 
A fter the case had been given to 
th e jury Mr. Jerom e’s attention was 
called to the nervous sta te of the de­ 
fendant. 
Discussing the situation with 
a num ber of friends, the district attor­ 
ney said, referring to Thaw : 
“The 
poor fellow thought the judge would 
sim ply tell the jury to let this ‘St. 
George.’ this ‘Sir G alahad,’ go, and 
th at's all there would be to it. 
Now 
I understand he is sitting in his cell, 
all In a mess, his head bowed, worry­ 
ing about the outcome. 
I’m really 
sorry for him, but m ore so for his 
m other."
